Samuel Crawford settled in Scott 
county, 111., 
where 
Bluffs is now 
situated, Oct. 12, 1836. 
He was a native of Augusta coun­ 
ty, Virginia, where he lived until ho 
was 26 years of age. 
H e was 
the 
son of 
John 
and R achel 
(Craig). 
Crawford. 
Bis 
paternal 
grandfa­ 
th e r was born in Virginia, and serv­ 
ed seven years as a lieutenant 
in 
the Revolutionary war. 
He died in 
Virginia. 
Samuel 
Crawford, after 
leaving Virginia, settled in Lincoln 
county, Tennessee, but meantime he 
had 
served 
through 
the 
war cf 
1812. 
Mr. Crawford married Jean­ 
ette Gibson, a native of Rockingham 
county, North Carolina, after com­ 
ing to Tennessee. Miss Gibson Witt; 
her parents, had moved to Lincoln 
county, Tennessee w h e /e she 
was 
married to Mr. Crawford in August, 
1815. 
Mr. Crawford was 
a 
successful 
farmer, after coming to Illinois, and 
had a farm of 4 80 acres before leav­ 
ing Scott county, in 1853, and going 
to 
Perry, 
Pike 
county, 
I llinoi?. 
which was his final home. 
He died 
there Oct. 9, I STO, a t the age of 82 
years.

all the chairs in the latter organiza­ 
tion.

The Craw­ 
ford’s were republicans in politics. 
He served in

brigade of Gen. 
Benjamin Harrison during tho war. 
Levi P. Crawford also served for 
a timo as chaplain of the 105th IU.

Levi Parsons Crawford fell quietly 
asleep at his home on North Euclid 
avenue, death coming after months 
o*f failing health. 
Dr. Crawford was 
one of the oldest Presbyterian min­ 
isters of Southern California, hav­ 
ing founded a number of churches 
in cities and towns of the state, and 
fo r two years was pastor of the 
P a sa d e n a Presbyterian church. 
Of 
late y e a rs his age had m a d e neces­ 
sary withdrawal from active work in 
the church, but he was always deep­ 
ly interested in its affairs, an d was 
held in the highest reg ard by the 
church members. 
Levi Parsons Crawford was born 
in Lincoln county, Tennessee, May 
20, 1823. 
He lived at his fa th e r’s 
h om e an d then graduated from Illi­ 
nois college at Jacksonvile. 
H e was

to California, where in October, 1882 
he began his ministry at the Pasa­ 
dena Presbyterian church. 
Before

seen him, but they invited him on 
the recommendation of 
th o se who 
had seen him and sat under his min­ 
istry. 
Nor were they disappointed. 
However, on his arrival the people 
were surprised to see a m an of such 
g ig an tic proportions, for he waa 
head a n d shoulders taller th a n any 
of his parishioners, but they were 
g ratified to know that his large head 
was t h e seat of a finely disciplined 
m ind, well stored 
with knowledge 
and with christian graces. 
H e was p a sto r of the local church 
for two years, 
and then 
took a 
ch a rg e in Pomona, where a f te r some 
tim e he retired from active 
w o rk 
and cam e back to Pasadena to make 
his hom e, livng here ever since. 
D u rin g these years 
he h a s not 
been idle, preaching and supplying 
c h u rc he s as occasion came. 
He or­ 
ganized the Presbyterian churches in 
Glendale, Azusa and Monrovia. 
He 
was also for many years a director 
in t h e Los Angeles National Bank. 
D u rin g his residence in 
Pasadena, 
Dr. Craw ford took a deep interest in 
polities, often being sent to merg­ 
ings of committees and conventions.

Sixty-five miles on th e Illinois 
River between LaSalle a n d the Chi­ 
cago Drainage Canal at J o liet is now 
limited to a draft of four and one- 
half feet through the old fossilized 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, with its 
inad eq u a te locks 
constructed

q u a r t e r s of a century ago. 
A channel 
of eight feet in depth is n o w main­ 
tained in the Mississippi River from 
Cairo to St. Louis with no ea rly pros­ 
pect of being further deepened, 
lf an 
eight-foot depth could be provided for 
an adequate waterway in t h e Illinois 
R iv er an d a portion of the Illinois anti

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Regulation of Fire Insurance Rates. 
Com plaints of excessive r a t e s in fire 
in s u ra n c e premiums and of combina­ 
tions between tire insurance companies 
to p rev e n t competition in t h e estab­ 
lishm ent of reasonable r a t e s in this 
S tate have reached me for som e time 
past. 
In th e spring of 1914, I instructed 
the In su ra n ce Superintendent, 
Hon. 
R u fu s M. Potts, to make a n investiga­ 
tion into tile subject, the result of 
which investigation he h a s embodied 
in a comprehensive report, to which 
I respectfully request your ea r n e s t at­ 
tention. 
In substance, this r e p o r t declares 
that th e r e exists a w idespre ad and 
com prehensive combination am o n g the 
fire insu ran ce companies doin g busi 
ness in th e Stat**, and th e i r annexer 
and ra ti n g organisations a n d appen 
dages, th e effect of which h a s been tc 
stifle competition and to establish ii 
m a n y lines of insurance unreasonahlj 
excessive rates 
of 
p r e m i u m s : s u d 
rate s being in excess of r a t e s estab­ 
lished and charged in o th e r states, al­ 
th ough th e state of Illinois is favor­ 
ably situated in reference to tire in­ 
s u r a n c e risks. 
T h e report discloses, as tile result 
of investigation into p r e m i u m s paid 
and losses sustained, that, for twenty 
y ears past, the insured citizens of this 
S tate have been paying for insurance 
p r e m i u m s 
approximately 
twice 
as 
m uch as lias been paid to t h e insured 
for tire losses. The report also states 
th at th e profits earned by tile insur­ 
an c e companies upon 
t h e i r 
capital 
stock have been enormous, amounting 
In s o m e cases to over IOO p e r cent. 
Tile report shows that, to tile fact 
th at it is impossible to o b tain the divi­ 
dend figures of European companies, 
tho total profit percentage of all com­

profit percentag e of

They paid an average 
dividend of 12.3 per cent, so that tile 
total annual profit for 1913 of all the 
A m eric an tire insurance co m panies do­ 
ing business in Illinois, a s stated in 
the report, was 45.1 per c e n t of their 
capital stock, which is e n o r m o u s and 
unreasonable. 
Tile fire insurance co m p an ie s dis­ 
pute th e conclusion of t h e report in 
so m e particulars, lint th e re a r e suffi­ 
cient facte set forth in said report to 
justify m e in reaching th e conclusion 
that ttic time has come, in t h e history 
of th e State, for effective control by 
the S ta te of tho rates c h a r g e d for tire 
in su ran c e.

bill of r i g h t s is broad and c o m p r e h e n ­ 
sive, and its distribution of p o w e r s of 
government is in accord with t h e fu n ­ 
damental la w s of most of the S ta te s 
of the Union. 
In the m a rc h of events, how ever, it 
has been found that some few a m e n d ­ 
ments a r e advisable.

Because of the difficulty in a m e n d ­ 
ing the p r e s e n t Constitution, s o m e s e n ­ 
timent ex ists in favor of the adoption 
of a new Constitution. W he the r a new' 
Constitution is adopted or not, in my 
judgment, t h e amending cla u se of the 
present Constitution should be a m e n d ­ 
ed. 
The am en d m e n t of the a m e n d in g 
clause co u ld be adopted w ith in two 
or three y ea rs, so as to p e r m i t sev­ 
eral a m e n d m e n t s of the p r e s e n t Con­ 
stitution to be adopted th e re afte r. 
A 
new Constitution cannot be a d o p t ed by 
the people in the ordinary c o u r s e of 
such m a t t e r s within five or six years.

t h e senatorial a p p o r ­ 
tionment should, have been made. 
I, therefore,

CONGRESSIONAL. 
The last congressional apportion­ 
ment in tins S t a t e was made on May 
13th, 1901. 
S in c e that time illinois 
has become e n t i t l e d to two additional 
congressmen, w h o are now elected in 
the State at la rg e . 
A new co n g re ssio n a l apportionment 
should also be m a d e at this session to 
provide for 27 congressional districts. 
Cost o f Elections. 
Elections for city, village, township, 
school distric ts, 
counties and S tate 
are u n n ec es s a rily too frequent and 
too costly. 
In t h e city of Chicago 
alone a single p r i m a ry election costs 
$275,000 an d a single final election 
$320,000. 
I would re s p e ctfu lly recommend th e 
passage of bills requiring all city, vil­ 
lage, township a n d school elections to 
be held on t h e sam e day, and hav e 
only one 
s u c h 
election every 
tw o 
years, and t h a t all county, state, c o n ­ 
gressional 
a n d 
national 
elections 
should be held up o n the same day e v ­ 
ery two yea rs. 
If the State, county, 
congressional 
a n d national elections 
are held on t h e even year, the city, 
village, to w n s h ip and school elections 
might be held on the odd year, t h u s

o n e election day each 
year. 
This will considerably reduce both 
the cost and n u m b e r of elections an d 
be for the p u b lic interest
